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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the examiner has not 
provided the "requisite motivation to combine the teachings of the Richardson et al. and Gu et al. publications" (page 5 of the reply) is not 
found persuasive. As a preliminary matter, the Supreme Court decision in KSR International Co. v. Teleflex Inc., 82 USPQ2d 1385 (U.S. 
2007) forecloses the argument that a specific teaching, suggestion, or motivation is required to support a finding of obviousness (see Ex 
parte Smith, slip op. at 20, June 25, 2007 available at http://www.uspto.gov/web/offices/dcom/bpai/prec/fd071925.pdf). Furthermore, the 
examiner clearly pointed out a reason why it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to adopt Gu's method of combining 
first and second strand cDNA synthesis in a single step using thermostable DNA polymerases with reverse transcriptase activity on page 8 
of the Office action mailed 03/05/2008 (specifically, it would have been more efficient and it could be carried out at elevated temperature, 
thus overcoming the problem of RNA secondary structure during reverse transcription (the latter motivation was explicitly taught by Gu, and 
the former would have been appreciated by one of ordinary skill in the art). To suppose that one of skill in the art would not have 
recognized that combining two steps into one would not have offered an advantage is to suppose that one of skill in the art lacked common 
sense. Furthermore, it is submitted that it is not the examiner's burden to prove that Richardson's method was inefficient, contrary to 
Applicant's arguments. Even an efficient process can benefit from improvement. Finally, Applicant's assertions that the claimed methods 
were unpredictable and moreover offer an unexpected advantage are not supported by any evidence. Therefore, the rejections are 
maintained. 
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
